New Life for the American Elm 


T he nonprofit 
Elm Research 
Institute of 
Harrisville, 

New Hampshire, has 
embarked on an am¬ 
bitious program to 
distribute 1 million 
disease-resistant 
American Liberty 
elms by the year 
2000. Since 1967 the 
institute has support¬ 
ed work on the pre¬ 
vention and treatment 
of Dutch elm disease 
through research pro¬ 
grams and more than 
$1 million in funding, 
which hat e resulted irr an effective fungicide, a prac¬ 
tical iryection technique for diseased elms, and the 
resistant American Liberty elm. 

Developed in 1983, the new tree is the only Ameri¬ 
can elm (Ulmus americana) resistant to Dutch elm 
disease. The tree is a cross-pollinated clone of parent 
trees inoculated with the fungus Ceratocystis ulmi 
that survived the severe disease for many years. Al¬ 
though not immune to the disease, resistant elms can 
localize its effects and successfully recover. 

The American Liberty elm is named after pre-Revo- 
lutionary Boston's Liberty Tree, a symbol of freedom 
cut down by British soldiers in August 1775. It is 
identical to the American elm in appearance, growth 
habit, and hardiness. The tree is ideal for urban sites 
because it tolerates pollution, drought, and salt 
once established. This exceptionally hardy tree can 


also withstand se¬ 
vere winds, making 
it an ideal hurricane 
replacement tree. 

The elm is avail¬ 
able to communities 
through the Johnny 
Elmseed program, a 
joint project of the 
institute and the Boy 
Scouts of America, 
under w’hich munici¬ 
palities can obtain 
100 Liberty elms to 
replace their dead or 
dying elms. The Lib¬ 
erty elms are sent to 
a local Scout troop 
participating in the 
program. The troop cares for the seedlings until the 
trees reach street-planting heights of 5 to 6 feet, gen¬ 
erally in two to three years. Then the Scouts trans¬ 
plant the trees to the areas in town where elms for¬ 
merly stood. 

For every 100 trees a municipality receives, the in¬ 
stitute donates 25 trees to the local Scouts, who can 
sell them to raise fluids for their troop. 

Municipal membership (with annual dues of $300 
to $750, depending on the town’s population) enti¬ 
tles a town to 100 trees per year for up to five years. 
The institute also has three categories for individual 
membership. Those donating $25 receive a 1- to 2- 
foot tree; for $50, a 3- to 4-foot tree; with a $100 
contribution you get a 5- to 6-foot tree. For informa¬ 
tion, write to the Elm Research Institute, Harrisville, 
New Hampshire 03450, or call (800) FOR-ELMS.

The Business Committee met with Rev. William Housam, Area Minister, 
on March 15 to ask questions about the American Baptist pension and 
medical plan. The Committee met with me on Mar. 28 indicating they 
would still recommend to the Board that my benefits be cut almost 
$3,000 but agreed to take it from my travel expense and Social Se¬ 
curity allowance. The Committee affirmed that they like me and that 
I have been doing a good job of ministry. The Administrative Board 
on April 9 after much discussion accepted these recommendations. 

There are several questions that can be raised as a pastor becomes 
more valuable to a Church the longer he serves. 

Since we have handled deficit budgets for several years, why 
the sudden need to change as the economy seems to be on an 
upswing? 

Is it fair to cut only one employee? 

With the proposed cuts, my salary package would be less 
than the one I agreed to in October 1988. 

My salary package is already among the lowest of full-time 
professional clergy in the area. 


Needless to say, this is a very stressful situation for me 
and makes ministry more difficult. I hope you will attend the 
meeting. Will Berean Church be fair to the Pastor?

Association’s job listings. He inter¬ 
viewed at the annual meeting in 
Chicago that December. 

Only once before was Mr. Brun¬ 
ner invited to interviews at the mla 
conference. That year, he couldn't 
get the time off from his Iowa City 
auditor's job to go. 

Chicago was close enough for 
Mr. Brunner to sneak away. Later, 
he visited the Carbondale campus, 
and discussed his research with 
faculty members and students. The 
university made an offer, and Mr. 
Brunner made the move. 

He is something of an academic 
Rip Van Winkle, waking up in a 
new scholarly world. But he has 
been an active scholar all along. 
Since finishing graduate school, he 
has published several journal arti¬ 
cles and books on the poets Hart 
Crane and W. S. Merwin. 

MLA Book Award in 1986 

He wrote much of the Crane 
book while working for the Rock 
Island Railroad. The book won a 
1986 mla award for best scholarly 
work by an independent research¬ 
er. 

Mr. Brunner has had to catch up 
with recent literary theories and 
the new interest in multicultural- 
ism. He teaches Indian captivity 
narratives in an American litera¬ 
ture survey course, and said he no¬ 
ticed that more scholars are inter¬ 
ested in Melville's Civil War poet¬ 
ry than he remembers from his 
days in graduate school. Gone, he 


said, are the poetry of Sidney La¬ 
nier and the journal writings of 
John Woolman. 

The professor believes that 
Southern Illinois hired him when 
so many other universities didn't 
because the campus attracts stu- i 
dents who have been away from 
higher education for a while. “Ev¬ 
eryone is sort of used to people 
whose careers have been interrupt¬ 
ed,’’ he said. 

‘We Thought We Were Lucky’ 

The long stretches on his resume 
without academic employment 
didn’t hurt, said Richard F. Peter¬ 
son. chairman of the English de¬ 
partment. "We thought we were 
lucky that someone so articulate 
and who had done so much schol¬ 
arship was available," Mr. Peter¬ 
son said. Mr. Brunner is one of 
nine professors hired by the de¬ 
partment this year to replace facul¬ 
ty members who retired, left, or 
died. 

Mr. Brunner has begun work on 
a third book, about the academic 
poetry of the 1950’s, work that now 
receives less attention than that of 
the Beat poets. Next year, Mr. 
Brunner will teach his first gradu¬ 
ate course—on the poets John Ber¬ 
ryman, Robert Lowell, and Eliza¬ 
beth Bishop. 

“1 wouldn't have thought it 
would have worked out quite so 
nicely,” he said. 

“It's a happy ending in Ed’s 
case." Mr. Peterson added, "ljust

ACADEMIC DRESS: The traditional costume worn at commencement exercises is 
a recora of the academic achievement of the individuals taking part. Its use originated 
at English and European universities during the twelfth and thirteenth centuries. 
Medieval institutions of higher learning were customarily operated by monastic or¬ 
ders, and students as well as faculty wore the habit of monks. 

The hood seems to have developed from those worn by monks to protect their 
shaved heads in the winter and as a container in which to collect alms. The mortar¬ 
board cap is a modification of the skull caps also worn by the monks of the Middle 
Ages. 

The level of degree is indicated by the gown’s cut. Doctoral gowns have full 
sleeves which are round and open. Gowns worn by the Masters have long, closed, 
somewhat fuller sleeves, with an arc near the bottom; the arm goes through a slit, 
giving the appearance of short sleeves. Bachelor gowns have long pointed sleeves. 
Both the Bachelor's and Master’s gowns are untrimmed, but the Doctor’s is faced in 
front with velvet, either black or in a color to indicate the nature of the degree; three 
velvet bars adorn each sleeve. The gold tassel on the cap also signifies the Doctorate. 

The most significant part of the academic dress is the hood; the longer the hood, 
the more advanced the degree. The color of the velvet border indicates the aca¬ 
demic field: Arts, white; Theology, scarlet; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Music, 
pink; Philosophy, dark blue; Science, golden yellow; Engineering, orange; Economics, 
copper; Public Health, salmon pmk; Fine Arts, brown; Accountancy and Commerce, 
drab; Library Science, lemcn. The colors of the lining inside the hood indicate the 
school which granted the degree; Penn State’s are dark blue and white.

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Meeting of the Board of Directors 
Carbondale Public Library 
April 21, 1992 

The April 21, 1992 meeting of the Board of Directors of the Carbondale 
Public Library was called to order at 7:35 P.M. by Henry J. Loftus, Jr., Vice 
President of the Board. Present were Bob Vandenberg, Joseph Pascoe, Aubrey 
Staple, Anne Muldoon, Ruth Miley, Loretta Wilczynski, Donald Mancuso, Henry J. 
Loftus, Jr., and S. Robert Powell. The Recording Secretary read the minutes of 
the March 17, 1992 meeting of the Board. It was moved (Mancuso) and seconded 
(Pascoe) that the minutes be approved as read. The motion carried. The 
Treasurer's Report for March 1992 was read by Aubrey Staple. It was moved 
(Mancuso) and seconded (Wilczynski) that the Treasurer's Report be approved as 
read and placed on file. The motion carried. 

The Library Director, Anne Muldoon, was asked if she had anything to 
report to the Board. The LD read a letter, dated March 9, 1992, that the 
Carbondale Library received from the Abington Community Library. In that 
letter, the CPL was thanked by the Abington Community Library for the 
beautiful floral arrangement that the CPL sent to the Abington library on the 
occasion of the opening of their new building. Anne Muldoon also read a letter, 
dated March 20, 1992, from Jon A. Metta of the First Eastern Bank in which the 
FEB declared its availability to provide underwriting and financial advisory 
services to the CPL in carrying out its (CPL) proposed building program. A 
written communication to the CPL from the Ames Department Store (Ron 
Doucette, Manager) was also read by the Library Director. By means of that 
communication, the CPL was invited to participate in the 2nd Annual Community 
Night at the Ames Department Store, Carbondale, on April 26, 1992, from 6 to 10 
P.M. The Library was invited to set up a card table at the Ames Department 
Store and to promote the Library and its services to the public. Hank Loftus 
suggested that the Library's plans for the new building could be spread out on a 
card table and available for examination by the public. Finally, the Library 
Director read a letter, dated April 16, 1992, from Sally Felix to Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Bonacci regarding the proposed new CPL building. In that letter, Ms. Felix 
reports that the County Library Board reviewed the Foundation Report done by 
Kutch, Brocavich & Associates. That report indicates that there are no 
mine-related problems at the 46 River Street site. The report, however, does 
indicate that there is a stratum of soil which is unsuitable for foundation support 
for a public library building, which means that a deeper fundation will have to 
be laid at additional cost. The probable extra cost for the deeper foundation will 
be $20,000. 

Henry Loftus reported that President Marty Langan has visited 
Congressman McDade's office and spoken therein of the CPL's proposed building. 
ML learned that the Congressman is aware of the CPL's building plans and has 
mentioned them in a speech that he has given. 

It was reported that a quotation of $1,500 per year has been given by 
Price Insurance Company, Carbondale, for liability insurance for the Directors of 
the Carbondale Public Library. Several members of the Board said that it would 
be a good idea to have such insurance during the building campaign for the new 
building. 

OLD BUSINESS: 

Hank Loftus reported that there are two or three openings on the Board of 
the Library at present and that Jim Burke, who teaches at the Roosevelt School, 
has expressed an interest in becoming a member of the Board. 

The Finance Committee has begun "shopping around" for a $125,000 loan 


for 15 years that the County wants the CPL to take out for the purchase of the 
land upon which the new Library building will be constructed. (Such a loan will 
be taken out in the name of the CPL and the County will re-imburse the CPL 
the amount paid on a monthly basis.) 

Fund Raising: vice President Loftus reported that the Library's bulk 
mailing permit will be re-activated at the Carbondale Post Office. The bulk 
mailing permit will be useful to the CPL in communicating with carefully 
targeted portions of the general public. Several hundred individuals and 
organizations will be invited to a public informational meeting to see and 
examine the plans for the new Library building. Hank Loftus said that Betty 
Doud, who is in charge of the bingos at St. Rose Church, would be a good person 
to get involved in the fund raising project for the new Library building. A 
tentative date for such a public informational meeting was set at May 19th at 
7:30 P.M. at the CPL at 24 Sixth Avenue (with a preliminary work session for 
the public meeting to take place on April 28, at 7:30 P.M. at the Library). Bob 
Vandenberg said that we should have a fact sheet ready for that meeting so that 
we are all talking about the same ideas and objectives. 

NEW BUSINESS: 

Hank Loftus recommended that we repair' the water-damaged plaster on the 
first and second floors of the Library building before we make any efforts to sell 
the building. Bob Vandenberg said that he would speak with Carbondale 
Decorating about doing the work. 

With no other business to discuss, the April 21, 1992 meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Carbondale Public Library was adjourned (motion by 
Vandenberg, second by Pascoe) at 8:55 P.M.

What are the Humanities? The Humanities are a spadally and temporally 
situated record of how we, Homo sapiens, have tried to make moral, spiritual and 
intellectual sense of the world; they are a record of how Homo sapiens has 
understood experience. 


The Humanities are, in varying degrees, a response to the fundamental and 
perennial question: What does it mean to be human? That question will be asked 
as long as we exist as a species. No single response is definitive/complete; 
rather, it is provisional/incomplete; it is a clue. The Humanities reveal how 
people have tried to make moral, spiritual and intellectual sense of a world in 
which irrationality, despair, loneliness, and death are as conspicuous as birth, 
friendship, hope and reason. We learn how individuals or societies define the 
moral life and try to attain it, attempt to reconcile freedom and the responsi¬ 
bilities of citizenship, and express themselves artistically by awakening a 
sense of what it might be like to be someone else or to live in another time or 
culture. The Humanities tell us about ourselves, stretch our imagination, and 
enrich our experience. They increase our distinctively human potential. 


The content of works in the Humanities is always the same (ten primary 
contents for art); the forms of works in the Humanities are always different. 


The Humanities are works that are created by the conscious, analytical 
human mind and they are, therefore, intrinsically interesting as ends unto 
themselves. They are not useful in a pragmatic sense. 


"...liberal studies, or, as Cicero had called them, the "Studia Humanitates": 
those studies considered essential to a free man in Greek and Roman times. 
These were grammar, rhetoric (the art of speech making), history, poetry, and 
moral philosophy.

What are the disciplines that make up the humanities? For centuries, the 
fields of knowledge most often viewed as humanistic have been 
language/literature (broadens personal moral vision through exploring character, 
circumstance and choice), history (provides clues for understanding the present), 
and philosophy (supplies rules of analysis and criteria for belief). 


In 1963, the Commission on the Humanities added to those traditional 
disciplines the following: the arts, the history and comparison of religion and 
law, and those aspects of the social sciences which have humaniistic content and 
employ humanistic methods. Congressional legislation in 1965 authorizing the 
National Endowment for the Humanities included the following disciplines among 
the traditional disciplines in the Humanities: linguistics, archaeology, ethics. 


Are the Humanities a portrait of our culture and heritage? Yes, for better 
or worse, and that culture and that heritage include what is generally thought of 
as the Western tradition as well as Native and Latin American, African and 
Asian cultures. We have a common culture, but there is diversity in that culture. 
"NO SOCIETY CAN FLOURISH IF ITS CITIZENS DENY THE POSSIBILITY OF A 
COMMON CULTURE THAT UNITES ALL DESPITE DIFFERENCES IN ORIGIN, 
EDUCATION AND OUTLOOK." (Report of the Commission on the Humanities, 
1980). 


What are two of our fundamental beliefs with regard to our cultural 
tradition? 

1. that there are such things as "classics," which are cultural resources 
that must be preserved. 

2. that there are standards within standards. 


Do we develop, in an ancillary manner, any special mental capacities and 
skills in studying the Humanities that are/can be useful to us, as educated 
individuals, throughout our lives? ? Yes, we develop the mental capacities and 
skills for: 


1. the effective command of written and spoken language: 

From reading works of literature, history and philosophy, or the symbolic texts 
of music and the visual arts, humanists proceed to elaborate their insights into 


lnaguage. To read and listen for comprehension, to have a feeling for the 
complexity of discourse, to speak and write clearly and persuasively—these are 
useful in every area of learning, working and living. 


2. enjoyment of an informed judgment of the arts: works of art give public 
expression to private experience. Liberal education should teach us how to 
appreciate aesthetically works of art. 


3. understanding (preferably based on knowledge of foreign langauges) of 
other cultures. Knowledge of a foreign language improves comprehension of one's 
own language and of foreign culture. Knowledge of geography and the history of 
other societies illuminates one's own culture and the complexity of culture in 
general. 


4. analysis and assessment of ethical problems, issues of public policy, and 
the questions of value underlying science and techology. Science and technology 
raise moral and civic questions: genetic engineering, the chemical control of 
human behavior and reproduction: euthanasia; the distribution of space, fuel and 
other diminishing natural resources; the electronic invasion of privacy, etc. The 
Humanities offer historical perspective and critical methods necessary for 
discussing the problems presented by other disciplines. 


With those four mental capacities and skills we will have the verbal, 
perceptual and imaginative baggage needed to understand experience and to 
speak, read, and write as men of women of culture. 


If the Humanities are not "useful" in a pragmatic sense, why do we study 
them? We study the Humanities because the the study of the Humanities leads 
beyond "functional" literacy and basic skills to the development of intellectual 
vision. In studying the Humanities we seek not geometric proof and quantitative 
measure. Rather, we seek insight, perspective, critical judgement, understanding, 
discrimination, creativity.

Clock tower 
at City Hall 
scrutinized

A committee will be established to 
repair the tower clock on Carbon- 
dalle City Hail, and the project may 
be expanded to include work on the 
tower itself. 

"I'm going to be working on estab¬ 
lishing a committee and trying to 
get the money raised,” said Mayor 
John Moran, ‘‘to repair not only the 
clock, but also the faces and maybe 
even the tower itself. If it isn’t done 
soon, it’s only going to get worse.” 

City Manager Paul Browne said 
that, while the clock’s motor is in 

g ood condition, the gearing which 
•ansfers the motion to each of its 
faces needs to be replaced. 

‘‘Replacement of the glass and the 
hands would also be a part of it,” he 
said. ‘‘The west face is broken, and 
we've got indications of additional 
difficulties with the other ones, 
cracks and separations.” 

He said there is no danger of any 
of the faces falling. The clock, he 
^aid, is operating, with the problem 
confined to the gearing. 

Moran said he plans to contact 
civic and community organizations 
for financial assistance. < 

“I’m hoping we can gel (he project 
completed within the next: three 
months,” he said. ‘‘We’ll have to see 
how much money v/e can raise, 
because for the clock and the faces, 
you’re talking $15,000, but for the 
tower, you’re probably talking about 
$60,000 ” 


Depending upon the amount which 
is raised, he said, the city may also 
seek state funding for additional 
work on the structure. Monies for 
the building's rehabilitation had 
been sought in the state’s 1991-92 
capital budget, but were casualties 
of the fiscal difficulties which sur¬ 
rounded the budget process. 

A 1989 survey of the structure by 
Groenendaal & Jones, Petersburg, 
estimated the cost of rehabilitation 
at $1.8 million, but contrasted that 
with an estimated cost to replace it 
of $2.2 to $2.9 million. The survey 
concluded that City Hall’s rehabilita¬ 
tion is both feasible and appropriate. 

Plans are currently being re¬ 
viewed for construction of a 1 amp to 
provide handicapped accessibility to 
the first floor of the building. 

“Hopefully,” said Moran, “this’ll 
be a start on refurbishing the whole 
City Hall. It’s something I’ve wanted 
to do and. seeing as how the clock is 
broke right now, this is the time to 
start.” 

The clock had been inoperative for 
a number of years until the early 
1980s, when the Committee to Re¬ 
store Carbondale City Hall launched 
a drive to raise monies for its 
repair. The committee later evolved 
into the Carbondale Historical So¬ 
ciety & Museum Inc.

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Two other breeders that 1 know 
of raise and show American 
Game Bantams: (1) Todd 
McWilliams of Brogue, PA, who 
regularly shows his Black 
Breasted Red Birds at the Berks 
County Poultry Fanciers’ Show in 
Reading and at the York County 
Poultry Fanciers’ Show in York, 
and (2) Palan Miller of Ancram, 
New York who showed his Black 
Breasted Red birds at the 
Eastern New York Poultry Fan¬ 
ciers’ Show in Cpbleskill, New 
York on September 29,1991. 

Why, given the fact that there 
is rarely much competition at the 
shows, do I raise and show Black 
Breasted Red American Games? 
That’s easy. I do so because they 
are beautiful birds with what I 
regard as an attractive tempera¬ 
ment. The male bird, as describ¬ 
ed by the ABA, is majestic, 
graceful and alert. The female is 
alert, graceful and sedate* 
American Game Bantams, in my 
experience, have exceptional 
feather quality. The males have 
abundant hackles that flow well 
over the shoulders and back and 
well-feathered saddles. The 
plumage of both the males and 
females is hard, resilient, smooth 
and brilliant. The breed is one of 
exceptional vigor. Hatchability is 
always very high (90% or more of 
the eggs hatch as a rule) and the 
hens make excellent setters, 
which is a definite plus in my 
book. 

Most exhibitors and spectators 
at poultry shows (and occasional¬ 
ly a judge) have never seen an 
American Game Bantam (a good 
photograph is given on p. 27 of the 
ABA’s Bantam Standard) and 
are not familiar with the ABA’s 
Standard for the breed. Occa¬ 
sionally I am told by a fellow ex¬ 
hibitor at a show: “Your BB Red 
Old English Games are beautiful, 
but they are too big.” 1 then ex¬ 
plain that they are not Old 
English Games and so on. On 
more than one occasion that I 
know of, when there was no com¬ 
petition in the American Games, 
judges have failed to handle the 
American Games (a violation of 
both the ABA and the APA’s judg¬ 
ing instructions, 1 might add) and 
have simply marked the coop 
tags. Discretion being the better 
part of valor, I have watched this 
happen and have said nothing. 


one show, my Black 
sted Red American Games 
disqualified by an APA 
judge because they have blue 
legs. On that occasion I should 
have opened my mjuth and filed 
a protest, but chose not to do so. 

Will American Game Bantams 
ever be as popular as Old English 
Game Bantams, Cochin Bantams 
or Wyandotte Bantams? Very 
probably not. But, I am pleased 
to report, more and more ex¬ 
hibitors and spectators at poultry 
shows are taking notice of the 
American Game Bantams. At 
four recent shows my BB Red 
America Game Bantams at¬ 
tracted more than a little atten¬ 
tion. The Sussex County (NJ) 
Poultry Faniciers’ Show on April 
27-28, 1991, the Central Penn¬ 
sylvania Avian Club’s Show on 
May 5, 1991, the Finger Lakes 
Feather Club’s Show on June 2, 
1991 and the Rochester Poultry 
Fanciers’ Show on October 6, 
1991. 

The fact that American Games 
are beginning to attract attention 
is a good sign. One of these days, 
an American Game Bantam is 
going to be named champion of 
the Old English and American 
Game Class. It may not happen 
this year or next, but it will hap¬ 
pen and that my friends will be a 
wonderful day in the history of 
exhibition poultry. S. Robert 
Powell, RD mi, Box 40, Carbon- 
dale, Pennsylvania 18407-9706.

The May 19, 1992 meeting of the Board of Directors of the Carbondale 
Public Library was called to order at 6:50 P.M. by Board president, Martin 
rannan The meeting was an abbreviated one inasmuch as it was followed 
immediately by a public meeting, on the ground floor of the Library, at which 
the Library's plans for the new library building were presented to the public. 

Present at the meeting were: Hank Loftus, Martin Langan, Joseph Pascoe, 
Loretta Wilczynski, Aubrey Staple, Bob Vandenberg, Ann MuUoon' L*raty 
Director), Sally Felix (Lackawanna County Library System Administrator), and S. 
Robert Powell. 

It was moved (Vandenberg) and seconded (Staple) that the minutes of the 
last meeting (04-21-1992) as well as the Treasurer's Report not be read. The 
motion carried. 

Letters from the First National Bank of Lake Ariel and the Community 
Bank and Trust Company were read and discussed by the Board. Those two banks 
are the only two area banks that quoted the Library an interest rate to borrow 
$125,000 for 15 years to purchase the land upon which the new Library building 
will be constructed on River Street. Such a loan will be taken out in the name 
of the CPL and the County will re-imburse the CPL the amount paid on a 
monthly basis. 

Sally Felix spoke on the topic: IS the Library tax exempt? 

Hank Loftus reported that he had learned, through Sally Felix, that a 
seminar on fund raising for libraries, sponsored by the Pennsylvania Library 
Association, would take place on June 9th in New Cumberland. Martin Langan, 
Hank Loftus, Anne Muldoon and Sally Felix will attend the seminar. 

Library Director: no report 

Committee reports: 

Property Committee: Bob Vandenberg reported that the water-damaged 
wall of the Library will be painted next week. 

Nominating Committee: Joseph Pascoe reported that there are currently 
three openings on the Board. Cathy Clause from Jermyn has resigned. It was 
regularly moved (Loftus) and seconded (Wilczynski) that Jim Burke be appointed 
to the Board of Directors. The motion carried. Hank Loftus said that Attorney Pat 
Casey, who lives in Jermyn, might be interested in serving on the Board of 
Directors. 

A request from the Bonacci family (owners of the proposed site of the new 
library on River street) that the Library advance funds to the Bonacci family for 
the River Street site was turned down by the Board. 

Sally Felix reported that Synergist has been hired to do a Phase I 


environmental study of the River Street site. If no environmental problems are 
discovered in Phase I, the environmental study will stop at that point. 

Hank Loftus reported that the National Park Service will sponsor a rail 
excursion to Carbondale on September 19, 1992, and suggested that the Library 
might get involved in the day-long event during which 650+ rail fans will be in 
Carbondale. The Library could possibly make available for purchase items such as 
note cards with a drawing of the new library building on them, &c. 

The Library Director reported that the Library will be closed on Saturdays 
in July and August. 

Marty Langan presented an outline of how the public meeting, immediately 
following the Board meeting, would be organized. 

At 7t30 P.M, it was moved (Loftus) and seconded (Staple) that the meeting 
be adjourned. The motion carried.

1. Define the Aristotelian concept of the Mean as set forth in NICOMACHEAN 
ETHICS. Include in your definition a discussion of "deficiency and excess," 
"pleasure and pain." What are three practical rules for good coduct set forth by 
Aristotle that will help one arrive at the Mean? 

2. Describe the process, as outlined by Socrates in THE SYMPOSIUM, by means 
of which one is led to contemplate absolute beauty. 

3. How, according to Ecclesiastes, is one to live one's life? Compare this point 
ov view with that set forth by Aristotle in ETHICS. 

4. How does Aristotle characterize and define "contemplation?" 

5. Explain why Aristotle characterizes ETHICS as a work of practical (not 
theoretical) science. What constitutes a virtuous act according to Aristotle? 

6. Describe the fictional form and technique used by Plato in THE SYMPOSIUM. 

7. Outline the point of view of one cf the principal speakers in THE SYMPOSIUM 
c" Plato and relate that point of view to the thesis of THE SYMPOSIUM as a 
whole. 

8. It has been said that the speech that Plato assigns to Aristophanes in THE 
SYMPOSIUM "constitutes almost the most brilliant of all his achievements as a 
literary artist." What are some of the qualities of that speech that cause it to 
be so highly regarded? 

9. The legend of Aeneas' journey from Troy to Latium and of his settlement 
there, marriage with the Latin princess Lavinia, and warfare with the 
neighboring inhabitants are described in several texts of the Augustan age 
(ROMAN ANTIQUITIES of Dionysius of Halicarnassus; an account in Livy; the 
Servian commentary on THE AENEID; an account in Strabo's GEOGRAPHY; 
among others). And yet one rarely reads those texts, one reads Virgil's AENEID. 
Why is that the case? Include in your answer a discussion of at least one of the 
following: the fictional technique used by Virgil in writing THE AENEID or the 
language of THE AENEID. 

10. Characterize and describe the narrative technique used by the various 
narrators in THE AENEID. Name at least five of the narrators in the book. In 
addition, comment on the narrative function that is played by inanimate/physical 
objects in THE AENEID. Identify at least three such inanimate narrators 
(recording structures) and give a brief summary of the narrative material 
presentd on them. 


11. One of the reasons why THE AENEID has a significant impact on the reader is 



the result of the high degree of psychological verisimilitude in the text. How 
does Virgil establish that verisimilitude? Give specific examples. 

12. THE AENEID strongly and frequently confirms two important rules of conduct: 
one principally Greek (avoid excess; beware of ungovernable or destructive 
passions, such as rage, desire, blood lust) and the other principally Roman (be 
true, that is, loyal to the gods, to the homeland, to the family, to friends, to 
dependents). Using examples from the text, illustrate "Greek" and "Roman" 
conduct in THE AENEID.

I'm thinking about doing another BULLETIN in early August and will include a 
membership list in that BULLETIN. Thank you for the membership list that you 
sent on 06-22-1992 and which I received on the following day. 

I have begun to type-up the material for the next BULLETIN and have started 
doing the membership list, in so doing, I have discovered that thei.e is a potential 
problem with Michael Beat's record-breaking fly on June 21, 1992. The fly report 
form appears to be correct and complete in every respect. HOWEVER, according 
to a membership list that I received on June 23, 1992 from you, the timer for 
Michael Beat's fly, Joe Kelly, was NOT a member of the FT A at the time he 
served as Michael Beat's timer. In addition, no arrangements were previously 
made (as far as I know) between the FTA and the FTS which would make it 
possible for an FTS member (in the event that Joe Kelly is a member of the FTS) 
to serve as a timer for an FTA fly. (See FTA "Flying Rules," #23). 

I have written to Jerry O'Rourke and to Tim Kvideta about this possible problem 
with the record-breaking fly of Michael Beat on June 21, 1992. 

My young birds are flying well and I am optimistic about the Fall flys. I hope 
that all is well with you.
